Description:

The Smallwood-Thompson Farm complex consists of a new house and a paved lane off of the
farm lane that runs to the south and then turns southwest, with outbuildings ranged along the
lane. These outbuildings include a frame wagon shed, a frame barn, a masonry dairy, a frame
tractor shed, and a frame poultry house. The wagon shed is a two-story structure in the center
with one-story wings on each side. It is three-bays by one-bay, has a rubble stone foundation,
has sash-sawn board-and-batten siding, and has a gable roof with an east-west ridge; the roof has
a double pitch, being flatter on the wings. The wagon shed is constructed with a hewn, heavy
timber, mortised-and-tenoned-and-pegged frame and has a floor that was added to create a
second story. The barn is a two-story, three-bay by six-bay structure with a modern addition on
the north side. The barn has CMU’s on the first story and the second story has a gambrel roof
that has an east-west ridge, inverted-V-seam metal roofing, and a kick at the eaves. The east and
west gambrel ends have vertical board siding. The dairy is located about 8 feet south of the barn
and 1is a one-story, one-bay by two-bay structure of CMU’s with a gable roof that has a north-
south ridge and inverted-V-seam metal roofing. There is German siding in the gable ends. The
site is scheduled for development and all of these outbuildings are to be demolished in 2009 or
2010.

Significance:

The 147-acre Smallwood-Thompson Farm was the property of Philip Smallwood in the mid- to
late-nineteenth century, and it is likely he who was responsible for the construction of the wagon
shed. It is the only building that survives from the Smallwood family’s ownership of the farm.
In 1920 the farm was purchased from the Smallwood family by John G. Howes, but he was
quickly foreclosed upon and three years later a trustee sold it to Joseph Howard Thompson.
Most of the existing historic farm buildings were probably added by Thompson as he renewed
the farm and perhaps changed its focus to a dairy operation. The first quarter of the twentieth
century saw a great deal of rebuilding on farms in Maryland. The buildings constructed here
were forms that were nationally popular, and no longer traditional building types in Howard
County. The Thompson family sold the farm in 1964. These buildings have periodically been
added to while the property continued to be agricultural, but the land is now slated to be
developed as Westland Farm Estates, and all of the buildings except the non-historic houses and
sheds will be demolished.

Summary:

Description:

The Smallwood-Thompson Farm is located at 12549 Lime Kiln Road, on the south side of the road, on
top of a low hill in southwestern Howard County, Maryland. The buildings generally face east. The
farm complex consists of two new houses and a paved lane off of the farm lane that runs to the south
and then turns southwest, with outbuildings ranged along the lane. These outbuildings include a frame
wagon shed, a frame barn, a masonry dairy, a frame tractor shed, and a frame poultry house.

Wagon shed
The wagon shed is located at the north end of the paved lane, on the west side of it, and is a two-story

structure in the center with one-story wings. It is three-bays by one-bay, has a rubble stone foundation,
has sash-sawn board-and-batten siding, and has a gable roof with an east-west ridge; the roof has a
double pitch, being flatter on the wings. On the east elevation the center of the first story has a board-
and-batten door hung on rollers and set to the south. The center of the second story has a board-and-
batten door hung on rollers. The end bays have wide openings into wagon sheds, and the east end has a
board-and-batten door on rollers set to the east that gives access to a corn crib. The north and south
elevations have no openings. The west elevation has a pair of large wagon doors in the center that are
hung on strap hinges that have lima bean ends.

The wagon shed is constructed with a hewn, heavy timber, mortised-and-tenoned-and-pegged frame and
has a floor that was added to create a second story, with a mixture of circular-sawn 2-by-8s with
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bridging and wire nails, and some logs that are in the round. There is a winder stair in the northeast
corner that is constructed with wire nails. A doorway on the east elevation was closed off when the stair
was added. There is peg rail on the north wall that passes behind the stair. The upper story is sheathed
with horizontal board siding on the inside, and there are dimensional 2-by-6 rafters that are mitered at
the ridge. The south wall of the center section has a window set to the east, with a new sash. The frame
has a beaded interior edge, is mitered, and was never painted. The south wing is also constructed with a
hewn heavy timber mortise-and-tenoned-and-pegged frame, and it has three-quarter-round pole rafters.
The north wing matches the south wing, with a crib constructed with circular-sawn vertical slats
fastened with wire nails. The north wall of the center section has a window in the center that is identical
to the south wall.

Barn

The barn is located in the center of the east side of the lane, and is a two-story, three-bay by six-bay
structure with a modern addition on the north side. The barn has CMU’s on the first story and the
second story has a gambrel roof that has an east-west ridge, inverted-V-seam metal roofing, and a kick
at the eaves. The roof has open eaves. The east and west gambrel ends have vertical board siding. On
the west elevation the lower story has a pair of vertical board doors hung on rollers in the center bay,
with a four-light steel sash to each side. The top half of these sash open, and these sash are typical for
this building. The upper story has one large vertical-board door hung on rollers in the center, with a six-
light sash to each side, set high on the wall. The south elevation has a vertical-board door on rollers to
the west and five typical four-light sash. The east elevation is identical to the west elevation. The north
elevation has a vertical-board door on rollers in the west-west-center bay and five typical sash.

The interior of the lower story has concrete walks around the sides with a dirt floor in the center. There
are two boxed summer beams that run east-west, with three steel posts beneath each one. The walls are
parged and the ceiling has what appears to be homosote, with patches in the north and south sides and in
the west end, set to the north. The upper story is open and has dimensional 2-by-8 rafters with braces
across the gambrel.

There is a stone foundation for a silo to the north of the barn.

Dairy

The dairy is located about 8 feet south of the barn and is a one-story, one-bay by two-bay structure of
CMU’s with a gable roof that has a north-south ridge and inverted-V-seam metal roofing. There is
German siding in the gable ends. The north elevation has a doorway with a narrowed opening and the
door has one light over one panel. The west elevation has two typical four-light steel sash. The south
elevation has no opening. The east elevation matches the west elevation. The roof has open eaves and a
metal vent on the ridge. The interior has block walls and a concrete floor. There is a garage to the south
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of the dairy and a small poultry house east of the garage. This poultry house is one-story, with a CMU
foundation and board-and-batten siding. It has a shed roof that slopes down to the north and has
inverted-V-seam metal. The building is three bays by one bay. The south elevation has a door set to the
west that matches the siding, has a pair of one-light Plexiglas openings in the center, and has one large
Plexiglas opening to the east. There are no openings on the north, east, or west elevations.

Other farm buildings

There is a large CMU garage of four bays just south of the wagon shed, and it is modern. There is
another modern garage at the south end of the lane and a two-bay pole building garage east of the south
garage that is also not old. The tractor shed is located on the north side of the lane and has a poured
concrete and CMU foundation, and board-and-batten siding. The structure is three bays by one bay and
is open on the south side. It has 4-by-4 nailed construction with 2-by-6 rafters, and has an uneven gable
with inverted-V-seam metal and an east-west ridge. To the west of the tractor shed is a large poultry
house. It is one story and seven-bays by two-bays, with a concrete foundation, board-and-batten siding,
and a shed roof of inverted-V-seam metal that slopes down to the north. The south elevation, from west
to east, has a large jalousie window, paired small jalousies, a large jalousie, another large jalousie,
paired small jalousies, a large jalousie, and another large jalousie at the east end. The east elevation has
a board-and-batten door set to the south and one-light Plexiglas window to the north. There are no
openings on the west or north elevations. The site is scheduled for development and all of these
outbuildings are to be demolished in 2009 or 2010.
